The Commissioners of the County of Strafford hereby sub- 
mit their annual report for the year ending April 30, 1890, to- 
gether with the reports of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm, Chaplain, Sheriff, Physician, Jailer, Solicitor, Treasurer, 
Auditors and Clerk of Supreme Court. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE COUNTY. 


The County delegation voted to issue 4 per cent. bonds to 
the amount of seventy-five thousand dollars (75,000), forty- 
one thousand (41,000) to build new court house and thirty- 
four thousand dollars (34,000) for floating debt; the bonds 
were sold for $77,141 67. 

We have paid ten thousand dollars (10,000) four per cent. 
bonds due December 1, 1889. See Treasurer’s report for 
more detailed information. 


NEW COURT HOUSE. 


The new court house is practically completed, the interior 
arrangement of which is very convenient. The material used 
in the construction of the interior of the building and the work- 
manship, is first-class ; the amount expended to date is $34,- 
678 79. 

PAUPERS OFF THE FARM. 


There has been an increase in the support of this depart- 
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ment of $8,131.04, mostly on account of the workings of the 
Soldier Aid law. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


The institution has remained under the superintendence of 
Mr. and Mrs. Stiles, this being their third year which is a guar- 
antee that their services have been acceptable to the Commis- 
ers and, we think, to the public. ‘The improvements made the 
last year are the laying of a new cellar wall, building brick 
piers, and putting in new sills under the main barn ; the build- 
ings have been painted on the outside throughout ; the total ex- 
pense for these improvements has been one thousand dollars

I have visited the sick and the aged in the in- 
firmaries and their rooms. I have officiated at the funerals of 
the Protestant dead who were buried at the Farm. At Christ- 
mas the usual festivities were held, the arrangements being 
perfected by aclub of young ladies. . Miss Sophy Lutolf and 
other ladies have assisted me in the music. 

Patrick Farley died Apr. 12, 1890; the following extracts are 
from a notice that appeared in the Dover REPUBLICAN at the 
time : | 

“He was a shrewd, honest, kindly hearted, faithful and good 
tempered man. He could not read nor write yet he made up 
for these deficiencies by a retentive memory, keen observation, 
and ready wit. He was a faithful member of the Roman 
Catholic church, attentive to his religious duties, loyal to his 
church and to his priest. He received the last ministrations 
of his church before he died. Recently the. County Commis- 
sioners put him on regular wages and struck his name off the 
pauper list. ‘‘Pat’’ did not die a pauper nor ought he at any 
time to have been so considered, he was for many years as harda 
working man as we have in the County; by his gratuitous ser- 
vices he saved the County many hundreds of dollars in all 
these years.”

PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


‘To THE Hon. COMMISSIONERS OF STRAFFORD CCUNTY : 


During the past year there has been more sickness, perhaps, 
in the Institution than any preceding one. Apart from the 
usual number of constitutional diseases generally found in such 
an institution, we had to deal with pneumonia, diphtheria and 
la grippe. During the past year we had some fifteen cases of 
diphtheria; cause unknown. In January la grippe made its 
appearance ; during its brief stay some forty inmates were af- 
fected, which, however, passed away without any serious result. 
Generally the health record of the institution is good. ‘The 
sanitary condition of the almshouse is excellent. The asylum 
however needs extensive repairs and its sanitary condition 
could be much improved. 

I would respectfully call the attention of the Commissioners 
to the absolute necessity of providing a separate building for 
all children over two years of age, until such time as it may be 
convenient for them to leave the institution ; at present their 
associations are morally unhealthy. Any extra expense would 
be more than repaid in the consciousness that justice had been 
done them and that the county, which is responsible for their 
m»ral and intellectual training, had done its duty. 

[ take this opportunity of expressing my thanks to the 
matron, Mrs. Stiles, for the able and efficient manner in which 
she has always been willing to assist in caring for the sick, and 
for her faithfulness in the execution of all orders left in her 
charge.
